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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a backlight module for an LCD with a bottom plate, driving 
circuit board disposed in the middle of the bottom plate with a plurality interlaced light 
emitting elements located at the circuit board having electrodes disposed at the two 
ends of the elements wherein the electrodes disposed at the circuit board of the 
adjacent light emitting elements extend to both sides of the circuit board. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion

discloses a backlight module with circuit boards disposed in the middle with elongated 
light emitting elements disposed at each circuit board.
